Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative asserted that Gueret '531 and Korea '433 
do not teach a fixign portion which is "flat" as recited in claim 1 , lines 6-7. Examiner stated that the term "flat" here has 
been broadly interpreted and such term does not appear completely accurate when viewing the fixing portion 6 of 
Applicant's Figs. 1 and 2. Examiner stated that the fixing portion 6 may have planar or flat SIDES with a recess/hole 
therein for the bristles but is not really "flat" as recited. In any case, Examiner pointed out that Figs. 16 and 17 of 
Gueret '531 teaches a "flat" fixing portion. Applicant's representative stated that he would amend the claim to more 
distinctly define the fixign portion and the bristles held therein. Examiner also stated that claim 1 should be amended to 
overcome the new matter rejection. 
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
